check the condition of the yearlings and weanlings. 

Down the drive past rows of superbly kept English and American 
box and out into the farm road, the way led by pastures where Santa 
Gertrudis cattle were grazing.

Mr. Gibson, who 
ably manages the horses at Walnut Hall had the first weanling led 
out which was actually the China Bull. The youngster came along 
without his dam and stood quietly. The shank was dropped to the 
ground and each diminutive hoof was picked up and cleaned out. A 
little saddle was then put on and the girth tightened. The weanling 
did not bother to flick an ear. It was hard to believe but: there it 
was, all the weanlings broken to saddle. 

After a careful inspection of each of the 7 youngsters with par- 
ticular attention to their feet, Mr. duPont took a swing around to 
the paddock where China Bull was kicking up his heels. There are 
4 stallions at Walnut Hall: Rosemont by The Porter—Garden Rose 
whose 17 winners last year won $254,870 which includes Bed 0’Roses; 
China Bull whose breeding, although he was never raced, leaves 
nothing to be desired; Fairy Manhurst, sire of Gaffery; Fairy Mant 
and Hampden. Fairy Manhurst and Fairy Mant are brothers being 
by Man o’War—Star Fairy, by *The Satrap. Fairy Mant is Mr. 
duPont’s hunter in Delaware and does stud duties in between, while 
Hampden is a son of *Heliopolis—Evening Shadow, by *Bull Dog.

United Hunts Holds Successful. Two-Day 
Meeting At Belmont Park; Sheilas Reward 
First Stakes Winner Bred*By Mrs. Lazare

During a few seconds of thought- 
jessness, it appeared that I had 
found one meeting which had in- 
creased its purse distribution in re- 
sponse to the increasing business on 
the New York circuit. The two- 
day United Hunts meeting gave a 
gross distribution of $64,635 this 
year, against $64,340 last year, and 
while an increase of $295 isn’t much, 
it's better than no increase at all. 
Unfortunately this proved illusory. 
The increase was in nomination and 
starting fees, and the United Hunts 
Racing Association added $61,500 
in each year. 

Business went up in a gratifying 
fashion. The attendance was 33, 
184 against 30,049 last year, and 
the parimutuel handle for the two 
days was $2,753,315, against $2, 
458,580 last year. The increase in 
betting was $304,735. When you 
figure the takeout of four per cent 
and forty per cent of the breakage, 
the increase in revenue to the as- 
sociation was $13,104. This is not 
an exact figure, for I have no way 
of knowing whether the breakage 
was at, above, or below, the normal 
average. The attendance was up ‘by 
3,135, and again there’s trouble 
about translating this into dollars, 
because there’s no way for me to say 
how many of these worthies paid 
$1.60 to get in the grandstand or 
$4.30 for the club house. But if 


.if you figure it at about $2 a head, 


less tax, you can’t be very far wrong, 
and this adds $6,270 to the exche- 
quer. 

The revenue was thus up approx- 
imately $20,000, and the purse dis- 
tribution wasn’t up at all. This is 
asomewhat difficult thing to explain 
to horsemen. In the case of the Unit- 
ed Hunts there is no question of in- 
dividual profit-taking, since surplus 
revenue goes to maintaining hunt 
meetings which are less advantage- 
ously located, and probably one con- 
sideration was that to have increas- 
ed the United Hunt purses would 
have made the other associations 
look bad. But this also happened at 
Saratoga, at Aqueduct, and at Bel- 
mont, and it will probably happen 
at the Jamaica and Empire City fall 
meetings. 

The fact that Belmont’s president 
is from Philadelphia’ does not, I 
think, establish collusion, but both 
Belmont and the United Hunts had 
Teason to be grateful to the Phil- 
adelphia baseball team for folding 
80 quietly in four games. With the 
series out of the way Belmont’s at- 
tendance, which had been running 
around 16,000 on off days, bounced 
back to its normal 20,000 on the 
closing Monday. 


Lowry Watkins’ Tourist List, 
which had tried to make the pace 
for the Grand National and had 
faded back to 5th as a result, was 
held somewhat behind it in the 
Temple Gwathmey, while American 
Way obligingly pushed the early 
Pace of Oedipus. As a result he was 
able to come on handsomely over 
the last few fences and win by 10 
lengths, for his first victory in two 
years, In 1947 and 1948, however, 
he’d been quite good. In 1947 he 
won the Temple Gwathmey, and the 
following year the Saratoga and 
Harbor Hill Steeplechases. He was 


trained then by Ray Woolfe, but 
Now he’s in the hands of Emmett 
Roberts, who had also won the Tem- 


ple Gwathmey, as a rider, with *Cad- 
die in 1945. : 

Jamaica opened on a rather fou! 
day, but with a satisfactory crowd 





of 28,632. This was about 2,000 
under the opening crowd last year, 
but on that occasion the weather was 
good. In each case it was Columbus 
Day, so the comparison stands, and 
in each case the feature was the 
6-furlong Interborough. This year’s 
winner, Sheilas Reward, is about as 
good a 3-yegr-old sprinter as there 
is around, giving actual weight to 
everything he met except Tea-Maker, 
which finished 5th under his 126 
pounds. 


Sheilas Reward has yet to run a 
really bad race, for though he was 
7th, beaten 5 lengths, in the Fall 
Highweight Handicap, he had 135 
pounds in the saddle, against 133 


on Arise, 128 on Delegate, and 129 
on Royal Governor, all older horses. 
In September a 3-year-old is figured 
to deserve a 5-pound pull by the 
scale at 6 furlongs, so the weight 
concessions to the first three were, 
respectively, 7, 12, and 11 pounds. 
Aside from this, he’s been out of 
the money only once, when he was 
4th in the Vosburgh Handicap. This 
is out of the money for such citizens 
as bet on him, but not for his owner, 
who got $750 out of it. 


He’s won 9 of 18 starts, had 5 se- 
conds, and 2 thirds, and with the 
interborough has earned $57,245. 
He is the second foal of his dam,

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United Hunts Two-Day Racing Program At Belmont 
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United Hunts Stages Successful Meeting 





Gerrymander Captures Turf Writers 
Hurdle Feature; Tourist List Wins 
Temple Gwathmey For Lowry Watkins

Twelve hurdlers went postward in 
the New York Turf Writers Cup, fea- 
ture event of the United Hunts first 
day at Belmont and virtually the en- 
tire field was in contention to the 


far turn where F. Ambrose Clark’s 
three-year-old Gerrymander got to 
the front and held it through 
the stretch drive to win, by three 
parts of a length. J. C. Brady’s 
Boom Boom was the runner-up four 


lengths to the good of Golden Risk, 
who was played down from 10 to 1 
to a little less than 4 to 1 on the 
strength of his easy score at Rolling 
Rock a week previous. Proceed took 


the minor share of the purse, with 
Fonda fifth, and then Marcheast, 
the 2 to 1 favorite in sixth place. 


It was an interesting race, and 
like so many infield events this fall, 
interest centered on the younger 
horses. Marcheast, a three-year-old, 
had taken the measure of some of 
the Turf Writers candidates a week 
ago with about the same weight as- 
signments. In the Turf Writers, he 
carried 141 lbs., six over scale for 
the distance, while Gerrymander 
took up 137 lbs. In their last meet- 
ing Gerrymander pobbled at the last 
hurdle on the far side, but in The 
Turf Writers, the son of Challedon 
—Ellen H., jumped flawlessly, and 
was given a nice ride by Elwood Car- 
ter. In the early stages of the race, 
his stablemate, The Creek, also a 
three-year-old, made the pace, with 
Roll Call 2nd, a stablemate of Fon- 
da, while Gerrymander lay in third 
or fourth position, several lengths 
back, The field was so closely group- 
ed for most of the way, it was dif- 
ficult to guess a horse in the first 
three until the far turn where Gerry- 
mander drew out from the field, but 
Boom Boom was right with him, 
while Golden Risk in third place 
was a strong contender. Paddy 
Smithwick on Marcheast made a bid 
going around the last turn and got 
to be fourth, but this challenge fell 
short curving into the stretch, ‘al- 
though he was still fourth at the 
last hurdle. At this point Gerryman- 
der and Boom Boom were on equal 
terms, but in the run to the wire, it 
was the younger horse which had the 
most left. Boom Boom ran a good 
race and had no excuses, but was 
clearly the best of the others at the 
weights. Golden Risk ran evenly, 
but fell short of being a dangerous 
contender in the last quarter. He 
was ridden by Martin Molony, the 
Irish jockey, who has done so well 
here on his prief visits. J. M. Mul- 
ford’s Proceed, while only finishing 
fourth, was the surprise of the race, 
and came from nowhere to close 
very strongly. 

Gerrymander’s time for the about 
two miles was 3.48 2-5, only three 
fifths off the course record, and it 
must be conceded that his perfor- 
mance was one of the best over 
hurdles this year, for it is seldom 
that a three-year-old is able to beat 


older horses at this distance. 

The secondary feature of the day 
was The Cherry Malotte Steeplechase 
Handicap, and in this race it was a 
four-year-old, Semper Hadem, who 
took the measure of his competitors, 
including the veteran Genancoke, 
his stablemate. Ridden by Bob Mc- 
Donald, Semper EKadem ran in sec- 
ond place for about a mile, in close 
attendance on Genancoke, was then 
permitted to drop back going down 
the far side, but came on again 
around the last turn, headed Gen- 
ancoke after clearing the last jump, 
and then won with consumate ease, 
although the chart shows his mar- 
gin as only a length and a half. In 
third place, four lengths behind 
Genancoke, Flaming Comet was 
best of the others. 

Semper Eadem is py Annapolis— 
Lady Noel, and is a full brother to 
the stakes winner, Hampton Roads. 
Reportedly, Hirsh Jacobs paid Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott, his breeder, a 
fancy price for Semper Eadem, and 
he was turned over to Jack Skinner 
to train. Up until very recently he 
was used as a work horse for 
Stymie, then won two over hurdles, 
and holds the two mile record. He 
chalked up his third straight victory 
through the field by winning the 
Cherry Malotte, and may be a pot- 
ential champion. His time in this 
race was 3:46 for the distance and 
is the third fastest time over brush 
for the Belmont course in 1950. 

The feature event of the United 
Hunts Meeting was the two and a 
quarter mile Temple Gwathmey over 
big fences. The race lost some of its 
interest when neither the winner of 
the Grand National, Trough Hill, 
nor Pontius Pilate, the third horse, 
were named overnight to oppose 
Oedipus, who won both the Broad 
Hollow and the Brook, and then 
came off second pest in the Nation- 
al. Montpelier’s Sea Legs, a four- 
year-old was named overnight, but 
was scratched the morning of the 
race because he wasn’t just right, ac- 
cording to Ray Woolfe, his trainer. 
This left but four horses to oppose 
Oedipus, Tourist List, who finished 
fourth in the National, American 
Way and Monkey Wrench, also 
rans, and Palaja, a non-winner in 
this country since his arrival here 
last spring. Despite a large weight 
concession to his rivals, Oedipus 
looked like a sure thing, and was 
played down to 45 cents to the dol- 
lar, put at the finish of the Gwath- 
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mey, he was second by ten Iengths 
to the winner, Tourist List. Lowry 
V-atkins, his owner, was not pre- 
sent, and it was Tourist List’s first 
victory of the year in half a dozen 
starts. He was ridden by Martin 
Molony, took the lead away from 
Oedipus going down the far side, 
turned back a challenge from him 
around the last turn, and then won 
easily. Incidentally, Oedipus was 
ridden by Tim Molony, Martin’s eld- 
er prother. American Way, Monkey 
Wrench*and Palaja completed the 
field in that order, and were never 
serious contenders, despite the fact 
that the field ran well grouped for 
a turn of the field. 


While Lowry Watkins, who hails 
from Louisville, Kentucky, received 
the big money of the day, another 
native of Louisville received most 
of the applause after the Gwathmey. 
Kent Miller brought Elkridge into 
the winner’s circle after the race, 
and although a recent injury kept 
Elkridge from starting in the Gwath- 
mey, a race which ‘‘the old boy” 
has never won, the United Hunts 
Racing Association through Amory 
L. Haskell, its President, and Rob- 
ert C. Winmill, Vice-President, pre- 
sented a handsome silver tray to 
Kent Miller honoring the achieve- 
ments of Elkridge through ten sea- 
sons of campaigning. Elkridge posed 
for a few pictures, and not only 
looked but acted like a two-year-old 
ready to run. 

The other infield feature on Wed- 
nesday’s card was the Piping Rock 
at one mile and a half over hurdles. 
It went to Fred W. Hooper’s Emer-

gency Aid, a three-year-old, which 
had scored over hurdles at Belmont 
a@ week previous. The time of 2:43 
4-5, was only a fifth off the course 
record, and Adams who had the leg 
up, won by six lengths, and was 
never threatened after clearing the 
last hurdle. Alfoxie, who was own- 
ed by the late Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clarke, and which now runs in the 
name of Stephen C. Clark, Jr., was 
second, and offered Emergency 
Hour his only serious contention. 
These two ran head and head for

Stakes Winning Noble Impulse Retired 
To Stud; Uncle Miltie Captures the 
Oldest Stake In the United States 





Dispersal of the late C. S. How- 
ard’s breeding stock will take place 
at the horsemen’s parking arena 
at Santa Anita Park, Calif. on Mon- 
day, November 27. The sale starts 
at 4:30 P. M. and the first session 
will end at 6:00 for supper recess 
and resume again at 7:30 P. M. Stal- 
lions will be included in the even- 
ing session at part of the total 107 
head to be sold. The stallions *Noor 
and *Ajax will be retained, together 
with 11 mares out of a total of 80. 
However, 9 stallions, including Sabu, 
*Fast and Fair and *Fair Truckle, 
will be sold. A few yearlings are 
being retained which are not quite 
ready for sale. 

An interesting feature of the auc- 
tion is the fact that the mares Van- 
couver, Sea Spray, Alma Mater, 
*Blackie II and the stake winner, 
Chiquita Mia will be sold with ser- 
vices to *Noor for 1951. Buyers of 
the mares may substitute one of their 
own sires or an outside sire if they 
wish. 

Catalogues will be available from 
Fasig-Tipton Company which will 
handle the sale. 


Justin Funkhouser’s Noble Im- 
pulse, a stakes winner at the age of 
2, 3 and 4, has been retired from 
racing and will stand this coming 
season at his owner’s O’Sullivan 
Farms near Charles Town, W. Va. 

A brown colt by the famous *Bull 
Dog and out of the equally famous 
English import, Uvira 2nd, Noble 
Impulse has chalked up numerous 
stakes victories. In the 1948 re- 
newal of the Eastern Shore Stake at 
Havre de Grace, he established a new 
track record of 1.04 3-5 for the 5 
1-2 furlongs. As a 3-year-old he 
turned back Blue Hills and Hedge- 
wood to win the Survivor Stakes at 
Pimlico in the record time of 1.42 
for the 1 1-16 miles. It was at this 
same meeting that he finished a 
close 3rd to Capot and Palestinian 
in the Preakness after setting the 
pace. 

Obtained from the dispersal of the 
late Crispin Oglebay’s racing stable 
last fall, the colt was considered one 
of the year’s bargains when Mr. 
Funkhouser purchased him for an 
$18,000 bid. At a later sale of the 
Oglebay broodmares, he purchased 
Price Level for $45,000. This stakes 
winning daughter of *Sickle—Anch- 
ors Ahead will be the the first to 
visit Noble Impulse’s court. She 
is currently in foal to *Blenheim 
2nd. It was at this same sale that 
J. S. Phipps purchased Noble Im- 
pulse’s dam for a record price of 
$65,000. 

When A. A. “Sandy”? Baldwin’s 8- 
year-old stallion, Jeep, died at Ran- 
dall Park this year, all reports were 
that the son of *Mahmoud—traffic, 
by Broomstick was being readied 
for a comeback at the track. How- 
ever, Owner Baldwin says that Jeep 
just seemed to do better when rid- 
den every day, and he didn’t want 
anyone else on his back. The Jeep 
yearlings at Saratoga had a good 
reception and it will be of great 
interest to watch their development. 

Mr. Baldwin’s Dundridge Farm 
will sell five broodmares at the com- 
ing fall sales in Keeneland. Better 
Hole, 1938, is by Cavaleade—Shell 
Hole, by Man o’War, dam of one 
winner from two starters. *Lei Ilima, 
1939, by Caerleon—Lay Sister, by 
Abbots Trace is the dam of three 
winners from three foals of racing 
age. Shell Hole, 1931 by Man o’War 
Golden Masque, by *Golden Bro- 
om, Mrs. Walter Jeffords’ horse 
which was matched one morning in

that are now producing an income for 
their owners. 
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1920 with Man o’War at Saratoga 
which Man o’War won, winning the 
3-8ths in .33. Sliver, 4939, by *Be. 
fonds— Sleek, by Ariel and Sleek 
1932, by Ariel—Petie, by *Pataud 
complete the list. Every mare’s colt 
foal which lived to be raced, won 
and most of the fillies did too. 

Along with a 38-year-old filly by 
Alsab and a’ 2-year-old filly by 
Chance Shot, Dundridge will also 
sell two or three yearling fillies. 
These yearlings are farm broken and 
go to Charles Town to work on the 
track twice a week. They will be 
sent to this track for a couple of 
weeks before going on to Kentucky, 
giving prospective buyers a chance 
to see yearlings which are well 
broken. 


The story of the winner of the 
80th running of the Champagne 
Stakes, oldest juvenile fixture jp 
this country, started when Joseph 
J. Colando of Yardley, Pa. purchased 
the stallion, Heather Broom, at a 
Greentree Stable dispersal sale for 
$6,500. The son of The Porter— 
Janet Blair, by Sir Martin was bred 
to a mare whose conformation hard- 
ly put her in the same stable as her 
half-brother, Atakapa which had 
chalked up many tri-colors in the 
conformation hunter divisions. The 
mare was Twink-Mo by Mokatam— 
Twinkling, by Fair Play and was 
bred by Ridgely Nicholas in Vir- 
ginia. Her first foal by Heather 
Broom, was a very ordinary plater, 
but the bay colt she dropped in 1948 
was destined for greater things. 

Registered as Uncle Miltie, the 
colt had gone postward 12 times be- 
fore the running of the Champagne 
Stakes, winning 6 outings. He placed 
in the Sapling Stakes behind the 
now leading 2-year-old of the sea- 
son, Battlefield, the latter winning 
by 1 1-2 lengths. While his dam 
left the broodmare ranks in dis- 
grace, being sold for $200, Uncle 
Miltie has chalked up his 7th victory 
and added $24,050 to the Colando 
coffers. 

The destiny of Trough Hill, the 
recent winner of steeplechasing’s 
richest purse, the $20,000 added 
Grand National, was very much in 
doubt in 1946. Trough Hill was 
bred by Henry W. Frost, Jr., the 
amateur rider who rode J. W. Y. 
Martin’s Inshore to win The Mary- 
land Hunt Cup in 1936. Foaled in 
1942, Trough Hill was turned out 
by his owner-breeder for what was 
then called ‘the duration”’. 

After hostilities supposedly ceas- 
ed, Mr. Frost took up employment 
and residence in Texas and turned 
the now 4-year-old gelding over to 
Trainer J. T. Skinner who was to 
negotiate a sale for the son of 
*Tourist II—Rollicking Princess, by 
*Royal Canopy. Mr. Skinner in 
turn sent him for conditioning and 
possible sale to Louis Duffey. Mr. 
Duffey, with the late Gerald B. 
Webb, Jr., had plans of selling the 
horse as a hunt meeting prospect. 
These two gentlemen worked hard 
with Trough Hill but their hoped for 
sale did not materialize. In the fall 
of 1946, Trainer Skinner took the 
gelding to the track and sold him to 
Mrs. W. Bromley. In his first start 
he ran 2nd to Last Rock in a 2-mile 
maiden ’chase at Belmont. 

The young steeplechaser broke his 
maiden over brush for Mrs. Bromley 
in 1947 at the Middleburg spring 
meeting. In his next outing he-’was 
2nd and then won his first stake, the 
Pimlico Spring Maiden ‘Chase. He 
ran once more for Mrs. Bromley that 
spring and was then purchased by 
Mrs. S. C. Clark, Jr. Making his 
first start at Aqueduct in the fall 
for his new owner, he entered the 
winner’s circle. Since then he has 
taken some of the biggest ‘chasing 
stakes carded in this country. Last 
year he was picked in some quarters 
as steeplechaser of the year over 
His Boots. His total earnings to 
date amount to $105,205, a credit- 
able sum for a flat horse, let alone 
a ’chaser.

Reviewing Trough Hill’s Record 





Mrs. Stephen Clark’s Son of *Tourist II 
Comes By His Remarkable Record Naturally 
Trained By Jack Skinner and Bred For ’Chasing

Last year Mrs. Stephen C. Clark, 
Jr.'s Trough Hill was named the top 
steeplechaser of the season, _ al- 
though there was a good deal of dis- 
pute about the award. This year he 
had done little of note until the 
‘chasing feature at Belmont on Octo- 
per 6. In this race he defeated Oedi- 
pus and Pontius Pilate to win his 
first stakes of- 1950. 


And he chose a big one for his 
season’s debut in the winner’s circle 


—no less than the Grand National, 
the country’s most important jump- 
ing evé nt. 


Trough Hill had made only three 
prior stakes attempts this season. 
After falling in the [International 
Steeplechase Handicap in May, he 
did not return to stakes competition 
until late September. On the two 
Fridays preceding the Grand Nation- 
al, he ran 3rd behind Oedipus and 
Elkridge in the Broad Hollow; and 
9nd to Oedipus in the Brook. 

The S-year-old bay gelding by 
*Tourist I1I—-Rollicking Princess, by 
*Royal Canopy, was bred by H. B. 


Frost, Jr. Trough Hill did not get 
to the races until he was 4, and 
made only 3 starts that season. He 


placed in two of them, to earn a 
modest $1,450. 

Trough Hill’s first important vic- 
tory came in the 1947 Pimlico 
Spring Maiden, in which he defeated 
Allier. Then Mrs. Clark’s jumper 
ran 2nd to Wlkridge in the Glendale 
Steeplechase Handicap; and 38rd 
back of Adaptable and War Battle 
in the Grand National. 

The Butler Steeplechase Handicap 
provided Trough Hill with another 
decision over Allier, although Sun 
Bath separated the pair at the fin- 
ish line. The *Tourist Il gelding 


wound up his season on the major 
circuit with a show behind Sun Bath 
and Elkridge in the Chevy Chase. 


He also placed back of Tourist 
List in the Noel Laing at Montpelier. 
Altogether, Trough Hill captured 4 
of his 11 starts that season; ran 2nd 
three times; finished 3rd in the 
same number of events; and was un- 
placed only once. His year’s income 
totaled $24,405. 

At 6, Mrs. Clark’s jumper did not 


get started until fall. Within two. 


weeks, he took the Brook and Glen- 
dale Steeplechase Handicaps with 
great ease. The 1rand National 
again proved something of a jinx 
for him; and he finished 3rd as his 
entry-mate American Way (both 
are trained by Jack Skinner) took 
top honors. A 4th in the Governor 
Ogle was followed by his second 
successive show in the Chevy Chase, 
this time again back of the victori- 
ous American Way. 

‘A decision in the Mary Mellon at 
Middleburg, and a place (also for 
the second successive season) in the 
Noel Laing helped to retrieve his 
fortunes. Trough Hill again racked 
up 4 triumphs that year. His lone 
2nd and pair of thirds boosted his 
return to $28,515 from 10 efforts. 

The bearer of Mrs. Clark’s canary 
silks with the light blue braids and 
sleeves (and canary cap to distin- 
guish her entries from her _ hus- 
band’s) fell in his first outing of 
1949. Then he annexed the Corin- 
thian by 6 lengths from Elkridge. A 
shift of weights in the Meadow 
Brook a week later brought a rever- 
sal of that order of finish. Trough 
Hill then spilled his rider in the 
Indian River. 

After a midsummer layoff, the 


son of *Tourist II returned in the 
fall to trail Sun Bath and Hampton 
Roads in the Broad Hollow. But 
Trough Hill ran off from his field 
by 10 lengths in the Brook Steeple- 
chase Handicap, with his entry- 
mate American Way nipping His 
Boots for second money. Mrs. Clark’s 
gelding failed to match His Boots 
in the Grand National, however; and 
finished 4th in the Chevy Chase. 


The Battleship Steeplechase at 
Pimlico proved just a romp _ for 
Trough Hill. But he was unable to 
concede 3 pounds on the ’chasing 
scale to His Boots in the Manly, and 
landed poorly at the last obstacle. 
Place money brought his season’s 
total to $31,885. 


Trough Hill’s selection as the best 
jumper of 1949 marked the second 
straight season that a ’chaser train- 
ed. by Jack Skinner has been so hon- 
ored. American Way carried off the 
laurels in 1948. 

The *Tourist II gelding’s victory 
in the Grand National was his fourth 
successive placing in that event, a 
record unequalled in the race’s his- 
tory. He ran 8rd in 1947 and ’48; 
placed in ’49; and won in ’50. 

Trough Hill is “bred for ’chasing’”’ 
as much as any jumper now in 
action. 

His sire, *Tourist II, acquired the 
Princess of Wales Stakes before his 
importation from England; and

placed in the North Derby and Mid- 
land Breeders’ Foal Plate. 


After he crossed the Atlantic, 
*Tourist II was put to jumping with 
notable success. He won two Grand 
Nationals himself, as well as the 
Brook and the Manly Memorial. He 
scored by 10 lengths in the latter, 
under 161 pounds. 

The son of Son-in-Law—Touraine, 
by Swynford, has been a most valu- 
able sire of ’chasers. His most suc- 
cessful get over the jumps, in addi- 
tion to Trough Hill, have included 
the 1946 Woodbine Steeplechase 
Handicap winner Gadabout; the 
1947 New York Turf Writers Hurdle 
victor Look Around; Tourist List, 
which has captured the _ Shillelah, 
Temple Gwathmey, Saratoga and 
Harbor Hill; and the 1947 Inter- 
national Gold Cup victor Tourist 
Index. The latter two are full broth- 
er and sister. 

Trough Hill’s dam, _ Rollicking 
Princess, was bred by Frank Mack- 
lin; and placed in five seasons 
without ever entering the winner’s 
circle. The daughter of *Royal 
Canopy—Cross Dales, by Ormon- 
dale, had only one other foal that 
lived long enough to be named. That 
was the winning gelding Regal Fro- 
lic, by Prince of Wales. 

*Royal Canopy, Trough  Hill’s 
maternal grandsire, is by Roi 
Herode, which has also been a force 
in steeplechase breeding.

Noted Breeder and Racing Director Upholds 
Thoroughbred Tradition and Love of Horses 
On 750 Acre Breeding Farm Near Los Angeles 





Aidan Roark 


This is the first of a series of arti- 
cles dealing with breeding farms of 
California. I thought where better 
to begin than with a farm owned by 
a man who has his roots deep in 
California soil and who has devoted 
the best years of his life to making 
this state what it is today, a great 
place to race and breed Thorough- 
bred horses. 

Carlton F. 
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“Carty”, is the Master of Greenfield 
Farm. He bought his first stallion 
back in 1916 and since then has been 
breeding and racing on a modest 
scale, but -always with an eye to 
improving the breed and building 
for the future. Carty Burke has 
served the Thoroughbred industry 
faithfully and well. He knows hor- 
ses, he loves horses and for a great 
many years has given freely of his 
knowledge, energy and time to those 
who needed help and advice on all 
questions pertaining to the develop- 
ment of better bloodstock and high 
class sport. I am not guessing when 
I say that one reason why racing 
in this state is flourishing today is 
because Carty Burke has had a firm 
hand on the wheel. His main in- 
terest is, of course, his farm and 
live stock, but he is also devoting 
a considerable part of his time to 
racing matters and continues as 
Director of Racing at Santa Anita. 


Greenfield Farm consists of 750 
acres and lies in a narrow valley be- 
tween rugged timber-clad mountains 
from the slopes of which come the 
farm’s water supply. It is good 
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water, but as in most parts of South- 
ern California, not really enough to 
permit thorough irrigation. It is a 
little over an hour’s drive to the 
north of Los Angeles and the first 
part of the route is through rather 
uninspiring suburbs, but when one 
turns off into Hidden Valley and 
comes to the westward end where 
Greenfield lies, there is peace, quiet 
and great natural beauty. I know 
of no more spectacular setting for 
a breeding farm, and when Mr. 
Burke settled there in 1925 he real- 
ly selected a choice spot to carry 
on his activities. 

As I mentioned before, Greenfield 
is run on a modest scale, but after 
all isn’t it the smaller farms which 
have continued to be the backbone 
of the industry for as long as any- 
one can remember? It is, however, 
a practical working farm and pro- 
duces a good part of the feed used 
by the stock each year. In addition 
to the stallions and select group of 
matrons, Mr. Burke maintains 
a herd of registered Herefords and 
Suffolk sheep, plus chickens, tur- 
keys etc., all of which looked in fine 
condition. 

The horse population is made up 
of two stallions and ten well bred 
mares, all except one producing this 
year. Cantankerous, a son of Broom- 
stick, is one of the stallions. He 
is a stakes winner and has sired 
scores of good winners. But he is 
getting along in years now and I 
suspect is kept around mainly for 
sentimental reasons. The active stal- 
lion is *Soon Over, by the good Eng- 
lish stayer Buchan by Sunstar. The 
dam is *Fleeting Dawn by Hurry 
On. *Soon Over is a fine looking 
big chestnut horse, himself a stakes 
winner and the sire of stakes win- 
ners. 

The choice 
all have strong 


little band of mares 
bloodlines and are 
the daughters of such well known 
sires as: Solario, Rustom Pasha, 
Singapore, Assueras, Supremus, *Mio 
d’Arrezo, *Soon Over, Jean Valjean 
and Top Row. 

Mr. Burke does not, however, be- 
lieve in putting all his eggs in one 
basket, so this year he sent mares 
to the court of *Mafosta, *Khaled, 
*Reading II, *Firozepore and Artil- 
lery. 

Running around in the paddocks 
I saw a group of evenly matched 
weanlings which impressed me favor- 
ably. I was particularly taken with 
two well put together fillies both of 
which appeared to have more than

average promise. 

This brief picture of Greenfield 
would not be complete without men- 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. Burk’s home. 
It is a charming old vine-covered 
ranch house, surrounded by trees 
and situated on a slight rise. From 
the windows they look out on the 
paddocks and pastures of their val- 
ley with its guardian range of 
mountains on both sides. So ended 
a most pleasant afternoon, and as I 
drove away I could-not help envying 
the Burkes their peaceful valley.

The Bryn Mawr-Chester 
County 

The Bryn Mawr-Chester County 
Horse Show, with its new chairman, 
William C. Hunneman, Jr., and pre- 
sident, Arthur E. Pew, Jr., opened 
its 3-day fixture on September 28 
at Devon, Pa. This show is the out- 
growth of the Combined Show inau- 
gurated a few years ago by J. Brooks 
Parker and William Coxe Wright. 

Thursday morning was devoted to 
breeding classes. Sponsored by the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Asso- 
ciation, this division is steadily im- 
proving, both in number and quali- 
ty. The Mapleton Challenge Cup, 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. David D. 
Odell to the best young horse, was 
won by Mr. and Mrs. D. G. Kelly’s 
yearling colt by Beau of Mine—

Green classes were well filled and 
brought out a lot of good ones. Mrs. 
Sally Sexton’s What’s Left; Eastmas 
and Fairinwar from the Fairview 
Farms; the Henry Biddle’s Air Lift; 
Green Coin from the Green Dunes 
Stable and the Seven Stars’ string 
were but a few. Again the Seven 
Stars Stable proved to be invincible 
as they garnered another champion- 
ship and reserve with Dueler and 
Kays Blend. 

Quality was the keynote in the 
conformation division. Many of the 
top stables were represented. The 
race for supremacy developed be- 
tween Fairview Farms’ Golden Hill 
and the Alan Robson’s’ Brandon 
King.

More than 3,000 persons watched 
144 boys and girls between the ages 
of 7 and 17 compete in the 7th an- 
nual Junior Horse Fair and Gymk- 
hana. This event is sponsored by the 
Town and Country Equestrian Assn. 
and was held September 17 at the 
Harms Woods Exhibition Field in 
Morton Grove, Ill. 

The Junior Horse Fair and Gymk- 
hana differs in certain essentials 
from the general run _ of _ horse 
shows. Purposely, it was not called 
a horse show and, perhaps, a happier 
name could have been found for it, 
but rather like “Topsy” it just 
“orewed’’, during its seven annual 
renewals, from a somewhat form- 
less field day for the youngsters, to 
a full fledged equitation show. 

In its conception the show was 
designed to give every youngster a 
chance, regardless of status. It is 
believed that the Junior Horse Fair 
invented the “‘hireling’’ class, where- 
in youngsters become eligible only 
if they have never owned a pony or 
horse, but regularly hire livery or 
school horses to ride. Thus, riders 
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of this status were not required to 
compete against the child who haq 


the advantage of repeatedly riding 


his or her own horse, which might 
be carefully schooled for the partj- 
cular rider. No class is restricted to 
owner-rider, therefore the rider of 
hired horses might compete with 
owner-riders, and it has been inter. 
esting, over the years, to see so Many 
hireling riders rank with and beat 
owner-riders, as well as to watch qa 
number of children desert the hire. 
ling classes to become owner-riders 
then to go on and show up as mem- 
bers of junior hunts.—Contributed 
by Louise Coffin, Chronicle Corres.

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English Team Arrives In U. S. 





Mexican Team’s Greatest Threat Appears 
To Be Coming From English Riders During 
Competition Here and In Canada

“God Save The King’”’ may replace 
the “Mexican Anthem” at the inter- 
national jumping contests this year 
at the Garden (Oct. 31-Nov. 7) as 
well as at Harrisburg and Toronto 
thanks largely to a bright bay geld- 
ing named Foxhunter and an Eng- 
jishman named Lt. Col. Harry M. 
Llewellyn, O. B. E. 

Col. Llewellyn is the captain of 
the British Jumping Team which 
arrived in New York last Oct. 8, and 
the 16.3 hand Foxhunter is the top 





jumper in the string of six good 
open horses with which the British- 
ers hope to preak the Mexican win- 
ning streak this year. 

Wilf H. White, a Cheshire farm- 
er, and 20-year-old Peter Robeson 
from Sussex—both consistent win- 


ners in European show rings—com- 
plete the squad. Together with Col. 
Llewellyn they will represent the 
Union Jack for the first time in 
this country since 1936. 

Fence-wise the new British threat 
has already cleared every type of ob- 
stacle yet dreamed of in England 
and on the continent, and the win- 
nings of the team are almost too 
numerous to list. Foxhunter is the 
top rosette gatherer while his jump- 
ing mates Monty, Nizefella, Umbo, 
Craven A and Nightbird have each 
had their share of brilliant rounds 
and blue ribbons. 

Foxhunter and Monty are both 
under the reinwork of Colonel Lle- 
wellyn. Mr. White will be up on 
Nizefella and Umbo and Mr. Robe- 
son will do the job on Craven A and 


Nightbird in the international 
jumping contests at the three shows. 
And they'll enter the ring with 
enough records behind them _ to 
make even the Mexicans “hold 
hard”’. 

Foxhunter has been _ practically 
unbeaten since 1948 when the big 


gelding first won the King George V 
Gold Cup for Colonel Llewellyn at 
the International Horse Show in 
The White City. Foxhunter, by 
Erehwemos out of a mare by Step 
Forward, cleared the course in 1:32 
—well ahead of the French entry 
Sucre de Pomme. In. attempting to 
repeat the performance in [949 he 
strained his back, but still finished 
4th—And in September of this year 
he came back to win the Gold Cup at 
the International again. 

The bay horse had much to do 
with England’s placing 3rd in the 
1948 Olympics and he also made a 
substantial contribution to the Bri- 
tish win of the Nation’s cup at 
Geneva that same year. In 1949 Col. 
Llewellyn won 20 individual con- 
tests at international horse shows— 
ten of these on Foxhunter and eight 
on his number two horse, the 14- 
year-old \Ionty. And under his com- 
mand the British squad won 35 in- 
dividual events—including 3 French 
Gran Prix with Foxhunter and the 
Grand Prix d’Ostend with Monty. 

In addition to his leaping abili- 
ties Foxhunter is well schooled in 
dressage as is his master. Colonel 
Llewellyn has also had a lot of ex- 
perience over prush. He finished 
’nd to Reynoldstown on a_ horse 
lamed Ego in the Grand National of 
1936 and 4th to Royal Mail in the 
same race the following year. The 
Llewellyn——_Ego combination started 
five times in races at Aintree—a 
total of 17 1-2 miles over the tough- 
est course of its kind anywhere. And 
heither horse or rider ever hit the 
ground in the five trips or did they 
ever finish out of the money. 

Wilf White’s record is second 
only to his team captain Llewellyn. 
Asmall wiry man with an excellent 
Seat and a lot of ‘“‘feel’’, Mr. White 
and his number one horse Nizefella 
have added much to British Team 
Victories in the past few seasons. At 
White City this year Nizefella prov- 
@d his handiness when he jumped in 
ad out of trouble at a triple bar 
Which he had somehow managed to 
climb. But the steady-goer got out 
and completed a brilliant round 
Which added points to the British 
score. 

Number three man from England, 
Peter Robeson is a typical case of 








one who could ride before he could 
walk. Though only 20, the blond 
youngster has already proved his 
ability to match anybody’s’ fence 
building. His Craven A and Night- 
bird have had few rails stand in 
their way. So, all in all, it looks as 
if Stanley Melba and his orchestra 
might do well to dust off “God Save 
The King”’.

International Team 
From Canada In 


U. S. A. For Shows 


Broadview 
Canada’s’ official International 
jumping team arrived at Harrisburg, 
Pa. yesterday to be on hand for the 
Pennsylvania National, the first of 
the three shows which will feature 
the International teams. 





Riders and horses have been pre- 
paring since last January under the 
Canadian Equestrian Society which 
was formed specifically to provide 
Canada with representation in In- 
ternational competition. 

The team personnel has just been 
announced. Non-riding captain is 
Maj. Gen. C. C. Mann, C. B. E., D. 
S. O. The riders are Lt. Col. Charles 
saker, commanding officer of the 
Governor General’s Horse Guards, 
who captained last year’s Canadian 
Army Team; Tom Gayford, also a 
member of last year’s team and 17- 
year-old Jim Elder who will make 
his debut in International riding 

This year’s team is a civilian one. 
Riders will wear hunting scarlet, 
velvet caps, with Canadian emblems 
on coats and saddle cloths. The 6 
horses nominated are: British Col- 
umbia, a grey purchased last fall in 
the U. S. along with the brown mare 
Alberta; Nova Scotia, a small, 
blocky chestnut which has distin- 
guished himself in outstanding 
fashion at Ontario shows this year; 
Prince Edward Island, a rapid and

OLYMPIC TRIALS 





U. S. Equestrian Team Selected 





Six Riders and Eleven Horses Picked 
By Army Judges For Squad To Be Used 
By Col. Wofford At Coming Horse Shows 





The United States Equestrian 
Team to represent this country 
has been selected. After three trials 
at Indiantown Gap, judged by lead- 
ing Army horsemen, Colonel John 
W. Wofford, in charge of the group, 
was able to announce he had 6 qual- 
ified horsemen and a group of at 
least eleven horses to compete 
against the equestrian teams of Eng- 
land, Ireland, Canada, Chile and 
Mexico at the forthcoming Pennsyl- 
vania National at Harrisburg, the 
National Horse Show in New York 
and the Royal Winter Fair in Toron- 
to. 

The first three horses are Coun- 
try Boy of Al Lauer’s with Miss 
Norma Mathews riding; Reno Kirk 
of Mrs. John W. Wofford’s with Mrs. 
Carol Durand up; and Paleface, 
owned by H. J. O’Connell and ridden 
by Arthur McCashin. Alternates for 
this group of riders and horses are 
George Braun’s Georgetown, Brooks 
Parker’s Holiandia, A. R. Anderson's 
The Master, Robert Fraser’s Saladin, 
George Greenhalgh’s Flying Dutch- 
man, W. H. Perry’s By Day, Colonel 
John W. Wofford’s Red Skin, Mrs. 
Cooper Person’s Eager Beaver and 
Miss Norma Mathews’ Little Chores. 
The alternate riders who are on the 
team and may be used in the coming 
matches are Hugh Wiley, Norman 
Brinker and Robert Fraser of Mary- 
land, New Mexico and Montana re- 
spectively. ; 
The final trials Saturday, judged 
by General Guy V. Henry and Gen- 
eral P. W. B. Bradford, timed by 
Brooks Parker and George Ebel- 
hare, marked the third successive 
trials to select horses and riders at 
the National Guard reservation in 
Indiantown Gap, Penna. These last 
trials found Arthur McCashin lead- 
ing with a perfect score in the first 
round on Paleface and 4 points 
against him for having knocked 
down the first fence in the second 
round. This roan horse, bred in 
California, thus makes two Califor- 
nia breds among the first three 
horses selected as Country Boy, by 
the late Charles S. Howard's pinto 
stallion, is also from the far west. 

Excitement was intense through- 
out the afternoon as the 18 contest- 
ants made their final bid for mem- 
bership on the team that culminat- 
ed a summer’s effort in the earlier 
zone competitions and nearly a 
month of final trials at Indiantown 
Gap. The first two trials had put 
Country Boy and Reno Kirk on top 
with 9 points each in their favor. 
Saladin and Georgetown were each 
tied with 6 points while The Mas- 
ter and Paleface were tied at 3 each 
and High Wiley’s Blue Ridge and 
W. H. Perry’s By Day each had 2, 
Little Chores and Hollandia 1 each. 

When Arthur McCashin sent Pale- 
face around the intricate F. E. I 
course with its 4’-6” wall and 5’-0 
wall and poles and 4’-6” in and out 
in an absolutely faultless perfor- 
mance, it was clear that the hand- 
some roan was very definitely in the 
running for top honors despite not 
having a uniform series of perfor- 
mances in earlier rounds. Reno Kirk 
was almost a certainty on the team 
but he had been going short behind 
badly and as he had already acquir- 
ed 9 points to his credit, Mrs. Dur- 
and felt he should not be asked for 
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the additional effort of the final 
competition. As the horse had been 
loaned to the competition by Mrs. 
Wofford, however, Colonel Wofford 
thought the horse should be asked 
to do the final round in order that 
there might be no possibility of 
doubt as to his capabilities. 

In the ring over the first fence 
the old army campaigner moved 
slowly into his first fence with Mrs. 
Durand letting him set his own pace. 
His hind leg was hurting him and he 
struck the fence behind, giving him 
a 4-point penalty. Mrs. Durand who 
early distinguished herself as one 
of the top riders in the group, des- 
pite not having been on a horse for 
many months having just had a 
baby, got after Reno Kirk and push- 
ed him more rapidly into his second 
obstacle. From there on around, 
Reno Kirk fenced faultlessly and al- 
though in his second time around, 
he received another penalty, his per- 
formance put him 38rd in the day’s 
trials and 2nd behind Country Boy 
in the final accounting. 

A. R. Anderson’s The Master was 
not jumping well, getting confused 
in the in and out the first round and 
striking the out with his chest. He 
improved the second time and earn- 
ed his rider, Norman Brinker, a 
place on the team as an alternate. 
An exciting jump off took place for 
4th place in the afternoon’s trials 
between Hugh Wiley on Hollandia 
and Joe Hill on Capamore. Both 
had 12 points against them in the 
afternoon’s performance. Joe Hill 
went first and made a clean perfor- 
mance, the big Half-bred belonging 
to Michael Ryan making an excel- 
lent round. Judges had him clocked 
at 43.8 seconds. Hugh Wiley, whose 
performances on both Blue Ridge 
and Hollandia had distinguished him 
as one of the best horsemen in the 
group, had not only to make an ab- 
solutely faultless round, but also 
to beat the time of the member of 
the New York City Police Force. 

Mr. Wiley had a Thoroughbred to 
work with, a full brother to Tanah- 
merah by Mrs. Cooper Person’s 
Bonne Nuit and a horse that had 
been made ‘by one of our best horse- 
men, General Charles B. Lyman. 
Hollandia is an outstanding individ- 
ual that has shown a _ versatility 
that is most unusual, winning con- 
formation championships, open 
championships and working classes, 
He has the speed and jump for a 
Maryland Hunt Cup horse, accord- 
ing to the General, and showed this 
to advantage last year when he nar- 
rowly missed winning the Olympic 
cross country trials held under the 
auspices of the Bryn Mawr—Ches- 
ter County show at the Radnor 
Hunt. Mr. Wiley made full use of 
Hollandia’s greater speed, sent his 
horse around for a perfectly clean 
performance and took 8.8 seconds 
off the time set by Joe Hill. It was 
a great finale to an exciting day. 

One of the most cool and able 
exhibitions of the trial was staged 
by Miss Myrna Felvey riding the big 
jumping but excitable By Day. This 
Thoroughbred, bought for the team 
and generously donated by W. H. 
Perry, puts in a tremendous jump, 
sailing his fences like a brush horse 
where he would undoubtedly feel 
very much at home. The second 
round he broke a rein. Miss Fel- 
vey asked for time to repair it and 
it was hastily knotted. Coming 
back over the in and out the 2nd 
time, it broke again. Miss Felvey 
had 12 points against her and the 
biggest fence left on the course, 
the 5’-0” wall and pole jump, one 
panel without wings. She calmly 
reached around to the cheek strap,

Paul Butler’s Sun Team and Win- 
netka rode off with major polo 
honors in the recent National 12- 
Goal, National Inter-Circuit, and 
Intra-Circuit championships at Oak

The Sun Team edged past the 
Winnetkans, 7 to 6 to win the Nat- 
ional 12-goal title and interrupt a 
series of victories which had carried 
the latter to championships in both 
the National Inter-Circuit and Intra- 
Circuit tourneys on the same field.

The Intra-Circuit tourney at Oak 
Brook’s International field drew an 
entry of seven teams, including Hins- 
dale, Elmhurst, Valley Ranch, Mill 
Creek, Winnetka, Healy Farms, and 
the Sun Team. 

Vieing for honors in the National 
Inter-Circuit tournament were Pitts- 
field, Massachusetts, representing 
the Northeast circuit; Winnetka, the 
Central circuit; Pierre, S. D., the 
Northwestern circuit, and Valley 
Ranch, the Southwestern circuit. 

Winnetka advanced to the final 
round of the Intra-Circuit contest 
by checking up victories over Mill 
Creek and Healy Farms, and moved 
into the finals of the Inter-Circuit 
tourney by defeating Pittsfield. 

Most thrilling of the champion- 
ship battles played on_ successive 
week-ends on the Oak Brook field 
was that between the host Sun Team 
and Winnetka, with the latter rat- 
ed as heavy favorites.

Factor of “Time” In F.E. I. Rules 





Military Background Proves F.E.I. 
Classes Test Qualities of and Find 
Best Mounts For Useful Purposes

The determined effort of the In- 
ternational Equestrian Competitions 
Corporation to carry on where the 
Army left off, has opened to the 
talented civilian amateur horseman 
a new and wonderful opportunity. 
With a place on the U. S. Equestrian 
Team a definite possibility, horse 
shows have suddenly taken on a 
deeper meaning to the seriously in- 
terested rider. F. E. I. Rules, some- 
what timidly and perhaps half-hear- 
tedly tried out at many shows dur- 
ing the past few years, have assum- 
ed new significance to him with the 
realization that they entirely gov- 
ern international competitions. It is 
now more important than ever that 
these rules be clearly understood, 
not just as arbitrary rules, but as 
a whole concept of riding. 

It will now become the actual 
duty of horse shows, large and 
small, to provide schooling tests and 
jumping classes under F. KE. I. Rules 
to give our potential Olympic Team 
much needed experience in this type 
of competition. 

It will be most important that 
judges be selected for these events 
who know what they are doing and 
who completely understand F. E. I. 
Rules. There must be no more of the 
misunderstandings and ill-feeling at 
shows caused by asking officials un- 
familiar with F. BE. I. Rules to judge 
such classes. 

The most misunderstood side of 
F. E. I. jumping rules seems to be 


endurance of the forces. This was 
true when the mounted divisions 
were the pride of every Army. In 
getting across country for an attack 
the desirable cavalry mount could 
jump, had staying power and was 
swift—human life very often de- 
pending upon this latter qualfty. 
Whether he brushed a jump occas- 
ionally with his feet in flight was of 
no importance any more than it is 
in the hunting field. But that the 
horse could gallop and jump at speed 
was most important, and among 
horses of equal staying and jumping 
ability, the fastest horse definitely 
was the most desirable. Therefore, 
with the military nature of the 
Equestrian Events in the Olympic 
Games, it is easy to see why these 
very qualities of speed and endur- 
ance were highly rated. The school- 
ing tests were part of it too, to de- 
monstrate the perfect obedience of 
the horse, an indispensable quality 
and one on which one’s very life de- 
pended. 

F. BE. I. classes are not based on 
show ring riding. They do not look 
for the highest clean jumper. These 
events are competitions to test the 
qualities of and find the _ best 
mounts in the world for useful pur- 
poses—the horse you would most 
like to have under you for any pur- 
pose, to carry you swiftly, onedient- 
ly, safely and enjoyably. The strict- 
ly ‘‘show’’ jumper whose disposition 


and temper have been spoiled by.

the “time” factor. Our jumping con- 
testants complain because they, feel 
that under F. BE. I. Rules, jumping 
classes become races in which the 
fastest horse wins. They object to 
“time” because they feel they must 
Push their horses faster than their 
“good jumping speed.” They feel 
that the “racing” caused by the time 
factor actually makes the classes 
Unsafe, as riders try to go too fast 
in order to win. They ask why, if 
two horses jump equally well as to 
faults, should one say the faster 
horse is the better horse. These ob- 
jJections are not stupid—they are 
simply the result of lack of infor- 
mation and packground for F. E. I. 
competition. 

In order to understand the full 
Meaning of the rules governing these 
Classes, it is necessary to look back 
4 little into military history, since 
all F. &. I. classes have a military 
background. It is obvious that the 
Successful carrying out of military 
Missions has always been, among 
Other things, dependent upon sur- 
prise, speed, maneuverability and

poling in order to go ‘‘clean’”’ does 
not fit into this picture. In his un- 
derstandable state of continual ner- 
vousness and excitement, he is no 
pleasure to ride. With the many 
artificial and often cruel devices 
used to control him, he is not obedi- 
ent, and with his head held high in 
the air approaching each jump, he 
is very often not even safe. And the 
sad part of it is that in the ranks of 
these animals can be found horses 
of tremendous talents—which could 
have become potential international 
horses of the first order. To_the per- 
son who says he is more interested 
in high jumping, we can say that in 
international competitions under F. 
E. I. Rules, so great is the quality 
of the horses that there are very 
often jump-offs at 6’-6", which is 
high in any man’s language! 

Now, let us examine the part that 
the time factor plays in F. E. I. con- 
tests. There is always an “allowed 
time” set for a jumping or cross- 
country course, carefully based on 


‘tthe distance to be covered. This is 


not a “super” speed at all but mere-

ly a good hunting pace. It does not 
require a racing or unsafe speed 
but a steady and regular pace. How- 
ever, if properly set, a horse having, 
say, two refusals would be hard- 
pressed—if not unable—to complete 
the course without incurring time 
faults. This is, of course, very much 
in keeping with the F. E. I. military 
background. If you were fleeing an 
enemy and your horse refused a 
couple of times at a barrier, you 
might, if you were lucky, be captur- 
ed, but more likely you would not 
even live to correct your horse’s bad 
habit! 

Now, we come to the highly inter- 
esting meat of the problem—shall I 
go fast in order to have the best 
time or shall I complete the course 
just within the time allowed and 
jump carefully? This is not just 
your question—it is the one faced 
by every great rider in every inter- 
national competition and is what 
makes these events so filled with 
excitement, suspense and drama, be- 
cause the answer is not always the 
same even for the same horse and 
rider. And this is the thing to re- 
member—you always have that 
choice. The decision is yours. Vic- 
tory in these events does not rest 
entirely on the ability of the mount 
but many times is snatched from the 
very mouth of defeat by the strategy 
of a great rider who has_ studied 
carefully his opponents’ style, speed, 
way of going, etc., and makes the 
right decision—whether to jump 
more slowly and carefully to avoid 
any fault, or whether to risk fault 
in an attempt to beat his opponent’s 
time. Such contests have all the ten- 
seness that we attribute to a close 
football game at the crucial moment 
—will the quarterback choose to 
throw a pass or to run? Team vic- 
tory in Olympic Games can be won 
or lost by the success of such decis- 
ions. 

However, it is up to a show com- 
mittee as to how they wish to use 
this factor of time. Very often, fin- 
ishing the course under the alowed 
time plays no part in the first round 
at all, so that horses completing the 
course within the time allowed with 
equal faults would jump off for first 
place, regardless of any difference 
in their respective times; then in 
the jump-6ff, if the faults were 
again equal, the best time might 
win. Sometimes faults on the course 
are converted into terms of time 
and the best overall time wins, 
which makes both time and faults 
a consideration. F. E. I. regulations 
are quite flexible in this regard, so 
that time can be given either great 
or little importance. But there is 
always a maximum time limit to 
give a premium to obedience, pace 
and style. A clear understanding be- 
forehand by judges, contestants and 
the audience as to how time is to 
be used in each class would elimin- 
ate the present confusion unfor- 
tunately caused by too many F. E. I. 
classes.

calls for horsemanship of the first 
order. It demands a knowledge of 
pace from the rider. It demands a 
thorough knowledge of one's 
mount’s ability. It demands great 
equestrian tact in guiding him over 
the course in the most efficient man- 
ner. It demands that the rider study 
his course thoroughly, walk over it 
on foot, and make many decisions 
before he even enters on the course. 
It demands a thinking rider. Many 
precious seconds can be saved by 
having one’s horse at his jumping 
speed when he crosses the starting 
line; by having decided on where to 
make turns; at which jumps the 
horse may be pushed a little faster 
and which he must take more slow- 
ly and carefully. 

Everything has a certain amount 
of “‘luck’’ in it, but under F. E. I. 
Rules this factor is reduced.to a 
minimum and jumping hecomes a 
worthy sport embodying _ science, 
strategy and above all, HORSEMAN- 
SHIP. Under open jumping rules a 
horse’s honest effort may result in 
an unlucky touch with a foot, re- 
sulting in punishment which makes 
no sense to him. Scoring of ‘‘ticks’’ 
is very often a matter of luck. Some- 
times a horse is penalized for a tick 
when in fact it was only flying 
rocks that made the noise. Some- 
times a genuine tick is not called at 
all because the judge neither saw 
nor heard it. But everyone can See 
whether the height of a jump has 
been changed through fault! 

lf your horse jumps in good style 
in a calm and confident manner, the 
“time” factor under F. EB. I. Rules 
should noi worry you in the least. 
If he does not, he is not ready for 
the show ring anyway!

The New 
York record pay-off is $434, return 
ed by Markobob on September 3, 
1943 at Aqueduct.
